The title and the related application section have been amended (to refer to 05 Fat,., M, 
6 m 337), both as requested by the Examiner.

Claims 1-3, 5-6, 10-27 and 29-34. The claims all require specific structure and function. 
Clarm 1 and its dependencies all require that the polynucleotide encode a RIP-Thr^ 
polypeptide comprising at least 10 consecutive ammo aad residues of SEQ ID NO:2. which 
consecutive residues include residue 514 (Thr). Hence, the required common region ot the 
encoded polypeptide is not "only one amino ac«T. but one of the onlyten possible decapcpucK* 
of SEQ ID NO:2 that include residue 5 14 (Thr). In addition, the encoded polypept.de ,s 
functionally limited to those immunologically distinguishable from RlP-Ser^. 

CMm 3 and its dependencies are all structurally limited to a RIP-AC A— nucleic aud 
comprising at least 24 consecutive nucleotides of the nucleotide sequence set forth as SEQ ID 
NO- 1 which consecutive nucleotides comprise nucleotides 1540-1542 (ACA) of SEQ ID NO: I 
Hence, the required common region is limited to one of the only 22 possible 24-mers thai mcludc 
1540-1542 (ACA) of SEQ ID NO: 1. In addition, the nucleic acid is functionally limited to those 
which hybridize with RIP-ACA— cDNA but not With RIP-TCT— cDNA. 

35USC1 12, first paragraph - enablement 

•Claims 1-3 5-6, 10-27 and 29-34. The claims are drawn to properly, separately disclosed 
polynucleotides. That the Sequence Listing rules permU us to describe these separately disclosed 
molecules with reference to a single inclusive SEQ ID NO does not mean that we disclose only a 
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single molecule comprising that inclusive SEQ ID NO. 

The Specification discloses a novel RIP variant, having Thr at position 5 14. The 
Specification describes and the pending claims are all properly restricted to probes cor rcagcnis or 
making probes > which distinguish the novel RIP variant (and its corresponding cDNA) Horn RIP- 
Ser 514 . 

35USC112, second paragraph
